Omaha, May 24.—Although the po­ 
lice and the sheriff have had large 
forces of men scouring the country in

bers. 
Two empty mail pouches taken 
from the train were found some dis­ 
tance from the point where the rob­ 
bery occurred. 
They had been cut 
open. 
That the robbers had laid their 
plans well is apparent. 
They dropped 
from sight so quickly that no one has 
been able to give a clew to the direc­ 
tion in which they went. 
The empty mail pouches were found 
near Forty-third and Jackson streets, 
which leads the police to believe that 
the robbers came towards the city. 
All four wore long rain coats, and 
their features were entirely masked, 
giving no opportunity to identify the 
men by members of the train crew. 
The 
Union 
Pacific 
railroad 
has 
made every effort to trace the men, 
but have found little in the way of 
dew s. 
Every town in the country 
has been notified. 
The postoffice de­ 
partment also will aid in the search. 
What means of escape the robbers 
selected is indefinite, but the authori­ 
ties believe they had either an auto­ 
mobile or a fast horse. 
The fact that 
two rifled pouches have been found 
indicates that they were in no hurry 
to divide their loot.

St. Paul, May 24.—Through the cap­ 
sizing of the skiff from which they 
were fishing, Thomas Dunn and Roy 
Wagner, both of Minneapolis, were 
drowned in Turtle lake, which is lo­ 
cated a short distance beyond the J.

WORRY [CUBAN GOVERNMENT 


Financial 
Problems 
th# 
Cause 
of 
Much Anxiety. 
Havana, May 24.—Financial prob­ 
lems constitute the gravest feature of 
anxiety on the part of the Cuban 
government, and, with the protracted 
delay in the presentation of the budget 
for the coming year, the general feel­ 
ing of uncertainty and lack of confi­ 
dence is accentuated. Can the govern­ 
ment, in view of its enormously in­ 
creased expenses, due in great meas­ 
ure to the cost of equipment and pay 
of the new' permanent army, the cost 
of the national legislature and the 
vastly increased number of civil em­ 
ployes arising from political pressure 
for offices, meet its obligations out of 
the ordinary sources of revenue, is 
the question asked on all sides. 
While there Is no doubt that Presi­ 
dent Gomez is fully alive to the se­ 
riousness of the situation and is do­ 
ing everything in his power to effect 
reductions in the cost of all depart­ 
ments, it is feared that political exi­ 
gencies will compel him to refrain 
from insisting upon retrenchment on 
the scale that is believed to be abso­ 
lutely necessary. 
Governor Magoon’s budget for the 
current fiscal year, ending on June 30, 
was $24,250,000 and estim ates of reve­ 
nue a little more than $27,000,000. 
Careful estimates of revenues for the 
coming year indicate a total of prob­ 
ably not more than $24,000,000, exclu­ 
sive of the taxes available for the pay­ 
ment of the interest and sinking fund 
of the $35,000,000 loan for the pay­ 
ment of the army of the revolution. 
Sources of revenue applicable to this 
purpose always have been, and con­ 
tinue to be ample, with a large sur- 
j plus. 
Estimates of expenses of the govern­ 
ment for the coming year place the 
total at not less than $30,000,000, and 
by some authorities as high as $40,- 
000,000, indicating under the most fa­ 
vorable vmdltions a serious deficit.

Thomas Scott made the announce 
ment that no trains were moving. 
Governor Hoke Smith wired the 
sheriff of McDuffie county to co-ope­ 
rate with the municipal authorities 
and to summon all deputies necessary 
to protect life and property. 
It is in 
this county that Thomson, where the 
crowd issued their ultimatum that no 
trains should pass carrying either 
nonunion firemen or negro firemen, is 
located. 
Governor 
Smith 
has 
also 
asked the sheriff there to keep him 
fully advised of the situation. 
The governor has also wired the 
sheriffs of Rockdale and Dekalb coun­ 
ties, giving them information that en­ 
gineers claim to have been rocked at 
Conyers and Lithonia and urging up­ 
on them prompt action for the protec­ 
tion of the railroad employes and 
property. 
From the offices of the Georgia rail­ 
road here it was announced that all 
freight accumulated at Atlanta for 
Augusta, and all points beyond will 
be moved by the Central of Georgia 
and Seaboard Air line. 
The Georgia railroad freight station 
here will be open for delivery of 
freight to consignees, but shippers are 
required to withhold all shipments 
until further notice. 
The Georgia railroad has 171 miles 
between Atlanta and Augusta and has 
four branches. 
It is 
owned by a 
stock company and is being operated 
by 
the 
Louisville 
and 
Nashville, 
lessees. 
The Atlantic Coast Line Is 
Joint lessee. 
It employs 2,400 to 2,- 
500 men, 400 of whom are in the train 
service. 
Its last monthly payroll was 
$80,000.

The lumber schedule, which was 
taken up Saturday, will continue to 
receive attention, and it is expected 
that Mr. Heyburn of Idaho will con­ 
clude the remarks he has already be­ 
gun. 
He is pleading zealously for a 
high duty on lumber, while his neigh­ 
bor, Senator McCumber of North Da­ 
kota, is just as earnestly exerting him­ 
self to prevent the imposition of any 
duty whatever on that article. 
The prospect is still for much con­ 
troversy. 
With the lumber paragraph disposed 
of. the finance committee will under­ 
take to have the senate go gack and 
gather up odds and end9 of the tariff 
bill which have been passed over, 
with a view to cleaning up as much 
of the measure as possible before the 
cotton 
and 
woolen 
schedules 
are 
reached, on which there will be much 
discussion and sharp conflict. 
It is 
not probable, however, that either of 
those schedules will be reached this 
week. 
Senator Aldrich will continue to 
urge the fixing of a day for the tak­ 
ing of the final vote on the bill. 
He 
Is not sanguine of immediate success, 
but discourages all morbid prophesies 
of an all-suramer session. 
If there is not a quorum present at 
either the Monday or the Thursday 
session of the house there will be no 
attempt to transast business. 
If a 
quorum assembles on either occasion 
the Philippine tariff bill and the Porto 
Rican bill will receive attention.

HATE TO QUIT LEPER COLONY. 


Persons Ordered Away For Exam ina­ 
tion W ant to Return, Even if Well. 
One of the curious phases of life at 
the Molokai leper settlement was il­ 
lustrated when seven persons from the 
settlem ent were taken to Honolulu, 
In Hawaii, a few days ago to be re­ 
examined to determine whether they 
are now afflicted w ith leprosy or not. 
They are all persons who have been 
at the settlement a considerable time, 
most of them several years. They are 
to be re-examined because when the 
members of the legislature visited the 
settlement some weeks ago these indi­ 
viduals showed no outward sign of the 
disease, and their re-examination was 
asked for by some of the legislators. 
But when these seven were directed 
by the superintendent of the settle­ 
ment to get ready to go to Honolulu to 
be re-examined they all demurred. 
They declared they did not want to 
leave the settlement, even if it should 
be proved that they were free from 
the terrible disease. They asked that 
assurances be given them that if they 
were found free from leprosy they 
would be permitted to return to the 
settlem ent as kokuas or helpers to 
lepers. 
This is not at all an unusual experi­ 
ence. Though the dread of being sent 
to the settlement is so great among 
the Hawaiians that they hide their af­ 
flicted until hiding is no longer pos­ 
sible, once they live at the settlement 
the life there is so care free, so well 
provided in material comforts, that sel­ 
dom is there any desire to leave.

CHECK TO SMUGGLERS. 


Stencils to Replace Inspection Labels 
on Incoming Baggage. 
Dishonest 
travelers 
returning 
on 
ocean liners will hereafter have diffi­ 
culty in eluding customs regulations, 
according to a Washington dispatch. 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Reynolds has issued an order directing 
that the paper labels heretofore pasted 
on baggage to indicate that it had been 
examined by the customs inspectors be 
replaced in the service by erasible 
stencils fixing the mark directly on the 
baggage. 
Customs officials have long complain­ 
ed that the pasted labels are frequent­ 
ly removed by the owners of the bag­ 
gage after the custom house is passed 
and then used on other baggage not 
yet examined. 
The stencils will stop 
this practice, and as the ink to be used 
comes off easily the marks will not 
last long enough to confuse officials. 


A Hungarian Dish.

ley Thaw, both Issued sta te m e n t a t­ 
tacking the affidavit made and state­ 
m ent issued in New York by Clifford 
W. Hartridge, form erly of counsel for 
Thaw, in which th e law yer said that 
he had spent approxim ately $40,000 
“hush money" to conciliate persons 
who would otherw ise have injured his 
client. 
Mr. H artridge is suing for 
couusel fees and Issued his statem ent 
after a motion had been made by 
Mrs. Thaw calling for a bill of par­ 
ticulars in his suit. 
M arry Thaw is in the M atteawan 
asylum for the crim inal insane near 
here, and his m other has been almost 
constantly with him. 
H er statem ent 
as given out says in part: 
"W hile sorry for the state of mind 
th a t inspired it, I read the extraordi­ 
nary affidavit and statem ent of Mr. 
H artridge with no small satisfaction. 
They show the groundlessness of his 
claim. 
I never asked him to ‘hush’ 
anything. 
‘ It is news to me th at T asked him 
to keep my son out of Matteawan. 
T hat question was not raised from 
the time I m et Mr. H artridge until 
Mr. Delmas was in charge and the 
trial half over, a t Mr. Jerom e’s in­ 
stigation." 
H arry Thaw ’s statem ent is sim ilar 
to that of his m other, but in addition 
it bristles with personal attacks upon 
Hartridge. 
Mr. H artridge is suing for approxi­ 
m ately $70,000 in all for counsel fees 
and expenses and more than half of 
this he says—$40,000 to be exact— 
was spent as "hush money.”

of the Standard Oil company in 1874, 
when the union of the chief refineries 
of New York, Philadelphia, Cleveland 
and Pittsburg w as effected. 
Mr. Rog­ 
ers became th e chairm an of the m an­ 
ufacturing com m ittee of the com bina­ 
tion and also one of the trustees. From 
th at day until his death he w as one 
of the controlling forces in the affairs 
of th at company.

A fter th at came a town hall. 
The M illicent library, a memorial to 
his daughter, cost $200,000. 
To the 
U nitarian church he gave a group of 
buildings, the total outlay having been 
about $1,000,000. 
This gift was in 
memory of his first wife. 
Mr. Rogers 
built a beautiful home in Fairhaven, 
and many of bis happiest hours were 
spent there. 
Mr. Rogers’ interest in 
his old town became so deep th at a 
few years ago he accepted the office 
of superintendent of streets, a post 
which paid him $3 a day. 
It is est! 
m ated that Mr. Rogers spent fully 
$100,000 of his own money on the 
streets and roads of Fairhaven. 
The 
sew ers and w aterw orks also were built 
largely w ith bls money. 
Last year he 
carried his patronage to the extent of 
giving 
the 
teachers 
in 
the 
public 
schools $1,000 each for their vacation. 
H e built a beautiful three story Ma­ 
sonic ball in the town and requested 
th at the lodge should he named after 
Captain George H. Taber, for "Cap- 
fain Taber," said Mr. Rogers, “is th* 
finest man I ever knew’, with a heart 
as big as an ox and love enough for 
the whole world." 
Among Mr. Rogers’ 
other philanthropies w’as the purchase 
vt the old Lew’is G. Morris homestead, 
on Morris heights, for an orphans’ 
ffome under the management of the 
Church of the Messiah. 
Mr. Rogers had come in for his share 
of the trouble that has ariseu for the 
Standard Oil met) out of the federal 
and state agitation against the com­ 
pany. 
Mr. Rogers testified In the pro­ 
ceedings th at were brought against the 
company by the state of Missouri, aud 
he had said th at he was ready to ap­ 
pear as a w itness In other actions 
whenever his testimony was needed. 


rector of the United States Steel cor­ 
poration. the Union Pacific railroad, 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe. 
the Tennessee Copper company, the 
G uaranty T ru st company, the Atlas 
Tack company, the New Jersey and 
Staten Island Ferry company, the Chi­ 
cago, M ilwaukee and St. Paul rail­ 
road and several other corporations. 
Mr. Rogers w as born in 1840 at M at­ 
tapoisett, Mass., where his ancestors 
had lived from colonial days. 
He a t­ 
tended the Fairhaven high school and 
was graduated in the first class that 
ever left the school. 
He told his 
friends of later years how the seats in 
th at schoolhouse used to cram p his 
iong legs and how, in com plaining to 
the teacher one day, he had vowed 
th at if ever he got rich he would build 
a schoolhouse in which boys could be 
comfortable. 
His very first gift to the 
town of Fairhaven after he had be­ 
come a man of wealth was a school­ 
house which cost $75,000. 
Fairhaven in the days when Rogers 
left high school w asn’t teem ing w ith 
opportunities for an am bitious youth. 
The high school graduate tried his 
hand first a t selling new spapers for 
w ant of better employment, but be 
had to run over to New Bedford to 
find enough people to make the thing 
pay. 
A little experience in th a t line satis­ 
fied him th a t there w’as a better open­ 
ing in a store. 
He held his place as 
clerk for five years at $3 a week and 
board. Then he tried his hand as bag­ 
gagem aster on the branch 
railroad 
which ran through Fairhaven. 
T hat 
Job paid $1.16 a day. 
The payroll of 
the road 
showing his receipts for 
wages and also numerous grocery bills 
th at he signed are kept as interesting 
relics in the town now. 
Mr. Rogers, like many an am bitious 
young New .Englander, started for 
Pennsylvania in the early sixties to 
seek his fortune in the petroleum busi­ 
ness. 
He knew nothing about it ex- 
cep* what he had read in the new spa­ 
pers. 
He had married Miss Abbie T. 
Gilford of Fairhaven, and together 
they set out for the new land. Their 
stay in Pennsylvania was for only six 


M r Rogers was a man of striking 
appearance. 
He was also a man of 
great geniality. 
He was alw ays fond 
of a joke and knew how to crack one. 
Ile was once asked bow be managed 
to succeed so well iii the world. 
He 
replied: 
"By working as hard as anybody I 
ever saw or read about." 
In 1897 Mr. Rogers, at the behest of 
a representative of the Danish gov­ 
ernment, brought to the attention of 
the federal government the fact th at 
Denmark desired to sell to the United 
States the Danish West Indies. 
The 
outbreak of the Spanish w ar stopped 
the negotiations at that time, and this 
brief connection of Mr. Rogers w ith 
the m atter w as made the basis of sen­ 
sational stories which had Mr. Rogers 
owning the United States senate. 
Mr. Rogers is survived by his wife 
and four children—Henry II. Rogers, 
Jr.; Anne, who became Mrs. W. E. 
Benjamin; Clara, whose first husband, 
Bradford Duff, died four or five years 
ago and who afterw ard m arried Ur- 
ben II. Broughton of Chicago, and 
Mae, who also m arried twice. 
Mr. Rogers’ New York city home 
was at 3 E ast Seventy-eighth stre e t 
The social organizations to which he 
belonged Included the Union League 
club, 
the 
M etropolitan, 
Lotos, 
E n­ 
gineers’, New York Yacht and Seawan- 
aka-Corinthian Yacht. 
He was also a 
member of the American Fine A rts 
and New England societies, the Amer­ 
ican Museum of N atural History, the 
Municipal A rt Society and others. 
Here is the sort of talk th at Rogers 
gave to young men: 
* 
"Don’t be a pessimist. 
Believe In 
yourself and your conntry. 
W e pre 
entering upon an era of developm ent 
and prosperity unparalleled in the his­ 
tory of the world. 
Thje young man 
who realizes this fact is the young 
man who will succeed." 
Mr. Rogers w as a handsome man. 
Tall, lithe, straight as an Arrow, he 
towered fa r above the crowd any­ 
where. 
H is face was lean and clear 
cut, the strong protruding Jaw of the 
fighting man attracting attention to 
him at once. 
But the severity of his 
lower face w as relieved by a tw in­ 
kling. m erry bine eye and a lofty, be­ 
nevolent forehead. 
"I have been hammered for years,” 
Mr. Rogers said recently. “Every one 
takes a shot at Rogers a t some tim e or 
other In his life. 
Of course I don’t 
like it. The man doesn’t live who* does 
not covet the esteem of his neighbors. 
But w hat can I do? 
Nothing th at I 
could say would stop the torrents of 
abuse. 
So I say nothing. 
“The resources of this great land 
have only been scratched. 
The next 
fifty years will see wonders in the w ay 
of development that even we do not 
dream of. 
T hat’s why I say to you 
young men. don’t be pessimistic. 
Get 
Into the fight and do a m an’s part. 
There never were so many opportuni­ 
ties as there are today. 
The great 
trouble with our boys Is th at they 
don’t like work. They like to sit on a 
high stool, w ear a high collar and ogle 
the girls. 
The way to get along is to 
go to work, and by th at I mean go to 
work w ith your hands. 
No man ever 
learned a business in the office. 
“W hat does the president of a ra il­ 
road do with his son? Does he get him 
a job in the office? 
Not much. 
The 
boy goes Into the shop and learns how 
to do things worth while. 
Then after 
he bas shown th at his hands will sup­ 
port his bead—th at is. to feed him—be 
is given a chance to show th at his 
bead can support bis bands. 
“And 
another thing—get 
m arried 
There’s nothing like a good wife to 
m a ke a man hustle 
Just look around 
you. and you’ll find th at nine out of 
ten successful men of affairs have m ar­ 
ried early In life.” 
When Mark Twain, the great Amer­ 
ican 
hum orist, awoke one 
morning 
nine years ago, following the failure of 
a publishing bouse in which he was 
interested, he found himself $150,000 
In debt. 
T hat Henry H. Rogers came 
to his assistance and, violating a pre­ 
viously unbroken rule of his career, 
acted as his trustee and benefactor in 
recouping the Twain losses Is one of 
bis shining monuments. 
A story is told of Rogers which is 
worth repeating. 
A young man in New York who had 
the same name and Initials as Mr. 
Rogers frequently received 
through 
the mail letters which were intended 
for the Standard Oil man. 
One day 
he received a bill for a new flag fu r­ 
nished to Mr. Rogers’ yacht, which he 
mailed to him with the following note: 
D ear Sir—I received the Inclosed bill in ­ 
tended for you. as I am not fortunate 
enough to own a yacht. 
However. I will 
pay your bill lf you will tell me the best 
time to buy 'Standard Oil. 
He received the following reply: 
Dear Sir—Your note a t hand. 
I will be 
glad to pay my own bill. 
The best tim e 
to buy Standard Oil is between IO and 2. 
One of the traditions at the Stand­ 
ard Oil building was that Rogers a r­ 
rived and departed exactly at 10:30 in 
the morning and 3:30 in the afternoon. 
One m orning the veteran w atchm an 
who stood at the Broadway entrance 
to the building was seen to take out 
his watch when Mr. Rogers hurried 
in, look at it and confidently set it for­ 
ward ten minutes, for among the dis­ 
tinguished characteristics of Mr. Rog­ 
ers was a regard th at alm ost am ount­ 
ed to a reverence for time. 
Mr. Rogers rounded out his life work 
by constructing the Virginia railroad, 
which i3 442 miles in length and co*t 
$40,000,000. 
The road, which tops the 
vast bituminous coal fields of W est Vir­ 
ginia. was almost entirely built with 
Mr. Rogers’ own money.

Believed K Wilt Be Offered John Hays 
Hammond. 
W ashington, May 24.—W hile it is 
im possible to obtain any confirmation 
of the report th a t President T aft will 
tender the post of m inister to China 
to John H ays Hammond, it is be­ 
lieved here th a t such an offer will be 
made. 
W hether Mr. Hammond would 
feel th at he could leave his business 
interests in this country and take qp 
his residence in Peking w+thoiit se­ 
rious detrim ent to the form er has 
been the subject of much speculation 
here. 
All efforts to secure some expres­ 
sion from those officials m ost likely 
to know w hether the offer is to be 
made were unavailing. 
Secretary of 
State Knox declined to discuss the 
m atter. 
Fred W. Carpenter, secretary 
to the president, said he knew’ noth­ 
ing of the report. 
It is definitely 
known th a t Mr. Hammond Is expected 
in W ashington this week and th at 
he probably will see the president. 
The latter regarded the Peking post 
as an im portant one, and it Is sa ’d 
has given much thought to a succes­ 
sor to Mr. Rockhill, who has been 
transferred to St. Petersburg. 
Among the many reports In circula­ 
tion here in regard to the m atter, one 
was to the effect th at the president 
would tender the place to Mr. Ham ­ 
mond as a com pliment in appreciation 
of his services to the Republican 
party in the past campaign, but that 
Mr. Hammond would officially reply 
what he has already said in new spa­ 
per interview s that he did not want 
public office and could not leave his 
private business interests to accept 
one.
